no, is not the Bufineſs of the Pulpit to deter- 
mine; eſpecially in ſuch an Audience as I have 
now the Foods to be addreſſing my ſelf to. 
However, with ſubmiſſion, J hope it will be 
allow'd as one very commendable part of my 
Office, to recommend to your Confideration 
the known Property of Chriftian Charity and 
Moderation, upon this occafion ; and an ordi- 
nary ſhare of that,Rightly underſtood, andCan- 
didly apply'd, will be ſufficient to cover a Mi- 
ſtake or two in Judgment, which neither the 
Beſt nor the Wiſeſt of Kings, neither David nor 
Solomon themſelves, could ever plead a total ex- 
emption from.

Hail Bleſſed Martyr ! who art now a Glorious King 
indeed: altho' as muchbefides the Intention, as Thou 
art now above the Inſolent Scoffs and Mockery of 
thoſe, who ſo often pretended to make Thee ſo. 

But was this all The innocent Blood that was ſhed in 
our Land?

I know the great Pretence upon which this Unna-

- this, muſt form to his Imaginationa very Monſtrous 


Idea indeed : For he muſt delineate a Kingdom 
quite Inverted,a Body without a Head with its Heels 
upwards, and the Dregs of the People Lording it 
over their Betters and Superiors: He muſt repre- 


ſent Diſtreſs'd Widows and Orphans with their ghaſt- 


ly Looksand weeping Eyes, in Poſtures of Deſpair; * 


Religion and Loyalty, Howling and Starving in 


every Corner ; our Sacred Altars Rifled, our Holy 


Places Defil'd ; our Temples turn'd into Rubbiſh 


and made an heap of Stones ; and all this with a black 
Cloud of Horror over-ſpreading the whole. This 


might be ſome faint Repreſentation indeed, altho 


ſtill ſhort of the true Image of our Deplorable 


Church and Nation in her late days of Diſtreſs. And 
we need no other Vouchers for it, beſides thoſe 
many Noble Families, and Royal Palaces, and Pi- 


ous Foundations (erected by the Charity of a much 
better Age) which ſtill retain the Scars, and la- 
ment the Wounds of thoſe Barbarous, and worſe 
than Gothick and Yandalick Times. And all this, 


in Conſequence of one fatal Stroke; all by the loſs 
of one pious Moſes, whoſe great Virtues, had he 


fill ſurviv'd, might probably have flood in the Gap, 
re-bated the Blow, and Aton'd in ſome Meaſure for 


the Sins of a Periſhing and Abandon'd People. 


It might perhaps be thought by ſome too Invidi- 
ous an Enquiry at this time of day, toonicely toex- 
amine, what fort of Men they were, what kind of 

h Religion 
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Religion they profeſs'd, and what diſtmguſhing Sect 
and Party they were of, to whom the Blood-Gmilti- 
neſs of this day, and all the Blood-Guilty Conſe- 
quences of it, are principally to be imputed. And that 
1may avoid all Occation of Offenceupon thisAccount, 
I will not pretend ſo much as to Gueſs, which of

The Bloody Maſſacres of Paris and Ireland, and 
the Execrable Deſign of the Gun- powder Treaſon, 
are Inſtances of ſo eee Inhuman a Nature, 
that we can hardly think of them without Horror 
and Amazement. And yet give me leave to obſerve, 
that the Chief Actors in all theſe Villanies had ſome- 
thing more Plauſible to plead in their Excuſe, than 
can be well pretended to in our Caſe. For they were 
all the Sworn Diſciples of Rome; they own'd no- 
other Supreme on this fide Heaven above or beſides 


themſelves oblig 
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their ownGreat and Infallible Maſter thereʒand thought

d by no manner of Allegiance, but 
what was in Subordination to that due to St. Peter's 
Chair. $0 that when they had obtain'd the Permiſſion 
and Authority of the holy Father on their fide, when 
the Dagger was once Conſecrated, and the Bleſſing of 

Heaven implored to proſper the Succeſs; the Helliſh - 
Work then went Religiouſly on; and thoſe bigotted 


Inſtruments of Cruelty, who were employ'd in it, 


thought it not only.Lawful, but Meritorious alſo, to 
Aﬀaſin, Kill, and Deſtroy, according to their Com- 
miffion- And they were ſo far from having any the 
leaſt inward Remorſe of Conſcience for what they 
did, that they were perſwaded, and verily thought,

But what now has the True Proteſtant to plead 


for himſelf like this? he would be thought to Abo- 


minate Popery to ſuch a degree of Avertion, as to 
ſtartle at the very Name, and to abhor every thing 
that in his own Opinion ſo much as looks towards it. 
And yet how did our late Proteſtant Rebels purſue it, 
in its very worſt Meaſures, and act in Conformity 
to its moſt wicked and unchriſtian Doctrines?
